found upon Ruef several pieces of choqp- 
late candy and a newspaper clipping. , 


According to those familiar with the 


episode, Ruef was allowed to step out- 
side of the prison last Wednesday to 
visit with Cohn. As he went through 
the gate, Captain Randolph instructed 
Guard George Babb to make a careful 
search of Ruef when he returned. After 
the meeting which wasin plain view of 
the guards on the wails, Babb stopped 
Ruef and searched his clothing. 
Cap- 


tain Randolph, -was near at hand and 
stepping up to Babb, he asked the offi- 
cer if he had found anything upon the 
prisoner. It is said he received a reply 
hi the negative. 


Returning to the office, Randolph im- 


mediately ordered Ruef before him and 
'himself made a search. The pieces of 
chocolate, together with the newspaper 
clipping, the nature of which has not 
been divulged 
by the • officials, 
were 


found in his possession. He was imme- 
liately ordered into close confinement.

Westlake thought they were regular 'mail 
clerks. He threw a sack into the car and was surprised that na 
one received it. A moment later he heard a feeble cry and dis'cov< 
ered the plight of the clerks. Mail sacks had been piled en them; 
but Rhein had managed to loosen his gag and give the warning.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—President 


Taft will send to the Senate Monday 
the nomination of Dr. Rupert Blue of 
South Carolina as surgeon-general of 
the public health and marine hos- 
pital service, succeeding the late Dr. 
Walter "Wyman. 
Dr. Blue has been 


connected with the marine hospital 
service for years and is credited with 
driving the plague out of San Fran- 
cisco. 


In announcing the appointment of 


Dr. Blue, President Taft also gave 


notice that hereafter the term of ser- 
vice of the surgeon-general of the 
public health 'service would be limited 
to four years. Formerly a surgeon- 
general enjoyed an, unlimited tenure 
of office. 


Dr. J. A. White of New Orleans, also 


a surgeon in the service, was a close 
competitor in the race, hut Dr. Blue's 
work in San Francisco helped to de- 
cide the matter in his favor.

Issue of the Outlook. He says In jiart: 
"L*t mo, at Iho outset, put ao clearly 
that only wilful misinterpretation 
can 


dec«lv<3 people, Jusi wnat my position as 
to tho courts Is. I hi.ve the vtry highest 
regard, th<x highest ret-pect and admira- 
tion, for the judiciary. As a whole, I 
think that our judicial officers stand on 
a higher level than any other body of 
public uervants, or, for the matter of that, 
of private citizens. 
"I could name off-hand at this moment 
a t-'aniber of judges now on the bench 
who render to the people n:ore substantial 
service' of more far-reaching value than 
Is rendered by any other men In public 
or private life — and all of these Judges 
substantially agree with the position here- 
in taken, -which Indeed is largely de- 
rived from them. 
I believe the courts 
have rendered our peopte incalculable ser- 
vice. I bold that the attitude of our 
people toward them should be one of 
appreciation and respect, but not of ser- 
vility. 


"I most emphatically believe that we 
lave been wise In giving great power to 
our Judges, including this power of judi- 
cial interpretation of 
statutes 
to 
see 
whether they conform with the funda- 
mental law of the-land. But I also most 
'irmly believe that, like any other power, 
:his power can .be abusod 'end that it is 
a power with which the 
people have 
merely temporarily parted, end not one 
which they have permanently alienated. 
"Used cautiously and moderately and 


only in the clearest cases, as it has been 
used by our greatest Judges fro mthe 
days of Marshall to the present time, as 
t is defended by writers such as Mr. 
Thsyer, it is fraught with the utmost 
good to the body politic. Used recklessly, 
wantonly and foolishly, where the case is 
so doubtful that the Judges themselves 
inay be divided nearly equally on the two 
sides, as It has again and again been 
done in recent years, it results in very 
jreat evil. 


ORDINARY FUNCTION. 


"I am not speaking of the Judges per- 


formance of the ordinary judicial func- 
Jon as performed by Judges in all lands, 
the function of the type which people all 
over the world have in mind when they 
speak of the uprightness of the judge, 
of tho Independence of the judiciary. I 
am speaking of the Judge, when, by vir- 
tue of his position, ha declared that peo- 
ple ara a whole have, or have not, tha 
right to carry out a, given policy, a power 
which may give one man. or three znen, 
or five men. the right to nullify the 
wishes of the enormous majority, of their 
ninety million fellow citizens, .a power 
which has been 
exercised 
repeatedly, 
sometimes wisely, sometimes ver/ un- 
wisely. 
"Bear in mind that I am not at this 
time even referring to decisions dealing 
with, the question 
of 
the 
respective 
spheres of action of nation'and state; 
I have In mfnd decisions which declare 
the people themselves have no power to 
act, through either the national or the 
state governments. 


"Dining1 the 'last 25 years the courts 
here in New Tork helped, I am 'sorry to 
say, once or twice, by the Supreme court 
of the nation, have thrown what at times 
have proved well nigh or altogether in- 
Surmountable obstacles in the path of 
needed social reform. 
"I held, not only that the courts In 
the5e matters have usurped, or, at least, 
exercised In wholly wrong

It is, I Relieve, an advant- 
age to have fixed in the court the power 
to state- that a legislative act is uncon- 
stitutional; but or.ly provided that th?

"If the courts continue to u««-it -with 


(he rescklessness that has too often been 
chown in. the past, .it is almost inevit- 
able that effort will be made to amend 
or abolish it; I know, for Instance, that 
BO far as I am personally concerned, I 
earnestly -hope to see in the next New 
Tork State constitutional convention pro- 
visions Incorporated m the constitution 
which will enable the peopln to decide 
for themselves, - by popular ballot alter 
duo deliberation, final!/ and without, ap- 
peal, what the law of the land shall be 
In cases cuch as those I have rnonUdned, 
where .the courts of tho Htato have r»- 
fused to allow the people to esntabllsh 
justice and equity. 


SEVERAL SPHERES. 
"I am sure that ultimately our people 
must, and will, come to the view that 
the nation and the state's within their 
several spheres — spheres which

it is possible for government to act at 
all — have not only the right but tho 
duty to decide as wisfiom and experience 
shall dictate; as to 
all . the 
conditions

"If • they so decide, and ara gradually

Our esteemed contemporary, the Stockton Mail, has a grievance, 


4$ and is not all mealy-mouthed about expressing it. We are not sure 
|v that we understand the case or have the facts in hand; but if the 


-<!""* Hail's statements ?,re correct, then somebody has committed a fool- 


ish, if not criminal, blunder. Perhaps we had better quote from our 


. 
Stockton contemporary: 


"The attack made by Wheeler and his following in the San 


Francisco Chamber of Commerce upon the warehouse privileges of 
Stockton and Sacramento is about as mean business as can be im- 
agined. There is not-one single dollar to be gained for San Fran- 
cisco or any other port by the destruction of our produce-shipping 
industry—not a dollar. The result of forcing the railroads to charge 


'. 
storage for the farm produce will simply be to force the farmers 
back to the old, unsatisfactory system of loading at sidings, here 
and there, with no warehouse facilities, no way of holding for a 


- 
favorable eastern market, no inspection by the selling house, so as 
to be able to resist untrue claims of bad condition; and with the 
certain loss of many thousands of dollars to producers in the coun- 


' 
try, as well'as the destruction of the fine business being built up in 
Stockton and Sacramento." 


Why should Mr. Wheeler desire to injure the warehouse busi- 


ness of Sacramento and Stockton if San Francisco does not benefit 
thereby? That is what makes the Mail's complaint so difficult to 
understand.. (We note, by the way, that the Sacramento papers 
are not worrying about the matter.) There is an obvious lack of 
motive in the offense which the Mail charges against Mr. Wheeler 
and his' associates. If they are trying to do anything wrong they 
should, be. prevented, if possible, from doing "it. There is no sense in 
compelling the farmers and shippers of the interior to go back to 
the old-fashioned, clumsy method of loading and warehousing at 
sidings, • But why should Mr. Wheeler wish to return to that 
method?; Does he, in fact, wish to return to it? Has not our Stock- 


" 
ton mend omitted some essential factor in the case or has he not 
jumped at a conclusion? If he states the. facts correctly, he has a 
good case and we unreservedly'endorse and second his indignation. 


J,But let us get started right. Mr. Wheeler ought to know his busi- 
' ness and it. is'fairly to be presumed that the railroads know theirs; 


hence we are at a^lpss to understand these remarks from the Mail: 


"The Santa Fe road would naturally be pleased to see these con- 


ditions prevail, because it has a large number of sidings, here and 


.^riherc, all over the small-farms"region; and once loaded on its cars, 


the stuff stays there until it reaches its destination. But while we 
have no quarrel with the Santa Fe, we certainly are not willing to 


A 
see Stockton's prosperity rapped to death to give it a business ad- 
vantage, over the Western Pacific and Southern Pacific. We owe 
these warehouse privileges to the Western Pacific—to the competi- 
tion, we all rooted fpr. And we are bound to say, in fairness,,that 


- 
neither of the railroads has shown any inclination to deprive either 
Stockton or Sacramento of this fair and rightful privilege of ware- 


__ house charges absorption. 
The immense increase in the volume of 


, _ produce shipments offered at these points has convinced the rail- 


roads that it pays them to forego the charges in order to build up so 


., 
much freight. Why, there were not over 100,000 sacks of beans in 
all the Stockton warehouses in 1910, and there were not less than 
1.^00,000 in the warehouses during 1911. 
And this is the kind of 


, wealth-development that Mr. Wheeler and his Traffic Committee 


"•' v.ould destroy! A pretty way to build up California!. • A pretty 


wayjtp build up, San Francisco! A fine return for .the 'thousands 
of dollars that San Joaquin and Sacramento and the allied 'counties 
voted "to help 'the 'big fair'!"" 


If the Mail, had,said .that Mr. Wheeler was trying to prevent the 


'2, absorption of warehouse charges in Sacramento and Stockton that 


Sair Francisco may derive a trade advantage we could understand it. 
Such a move would be obviously in the interest of San Francisco 
warehousemen and as obviously opposed to the interest of ware- 
housemen in Stockton and Sacramento. 


Is that what .the Mail means? But what right has Mr. Wheeler 


= - and the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce to dictate the points 


where warehouse charges-shall be absorbed in the freight bill? Do 
they want everything forced to come direct from the field to San 
Francisco without being warehoused in transitu? That is the idea 
we gather from what the Mail says. At present large quantities of 
vegetable products go to warehouses in Stockton and Sacramento 


- pending sale or shipment. The Stockton and Sacramento warehouses 


- 
furnish adequate fire protection and reasonable insurance rates, and 
money can be borrowed from the local banks on produce stored in 
them. The produce can be shipped to San Francisco by. three lines 
of railway, or by boat. There is also the advantage of a through 
freight rate if the produce is to be shipped east or south. 
Shall 


-this produce be required to go to San Francisco or remain-in stor- 


age at sidings where there is neither water nor.rail competition and 
where "there are none of the advantages of storage in Sacramento 
and Stockton? 


We are asking for information. We confess that we do not ex- 


actly, understand the business nor sense fully of the Stockton Mail's 
grievance. 
But if any injustice is being done, let it be corrected. 


San Francisco will gain nothing by trying to job Sacramento and 
Stockton, nor is it at all clear that she is trying to job them.

from Directors Brown and Boyle until 
last evening'.

Sit Straight When Writing

1RLS who study singing are forbidden by the great 
G 


| teachers of France—i. c., Marchesi, Le Grand'and 
I Sbrelio—to write letters on -the same day that they 
' take their singing lessons. These teachers hold that 


when people write letters they cramp their lungs 
and respiratory organs so that they cannot breathe 


properly for singing for hours 'afterward. 


I have found it to be absolutely true1 that when I lean over 


a table or desk to write a couple of letters I -am cramped and 
obliged to exercise my arms and shoulders and take some deep 
breathing exercises before I can sing properly. 
_ . 


The same rule may apply to any work we are obliged .to 


do. We cannot breathe deeply or stand immediately erect after 
leaning doubled up over a table writing, drawing or painting. 
Therefore make it a rule to sit straight with your back against 
something. When at a desk or table draw your chair up to the 
table so that your back is pressed against the chair closely and 
never cross your knees, for when you do you draw up the ab- 
domen muscles and cramp the hips. Many people when they 
write lean forward and cross their knees. Can you picture any 
position more cramping for the body? And you must'remem- 
ber that whatever cramps the body will cramp the mind in a 
more or less degree. 


Some of our greatest writers, Webster, Lord Lytton, Victor 


Hugo and Mark Twain, could only write at their best when 
lying down. . 


The principle is quite natural—when lying down the circu- 


lation should be perfect all over'the body. 


Business men have told me that after walking the floor for 


hours and worrying over the solving of a financial or commer-71 


cial problem if.they stretched themselves out on a divan or even 
on the floor for a'few "minutes'their'brains would clear and 
quicken and they would find the business muddle of no account. 
Perfect circulation proved a restorer of memory and strength. 


Mothers should m?ke their children sit up straight with 


their feet flat on the 'floor arid their backs flat against the back 
of the chair drawn close to the table when reading or writing. 
Only in this position'can they breathe to the fullest capacity of 
their lungs and respiration will not be impaired by study. 
No 


one was ever hurt by hard study; study -never wears out a man 
or woman, but the bad, unhealthy position students usually take 
cramps the vitality and prevents 'proper breathing, which means 
poor circulation of the blood and wears out the body. 


Wake up. students; use your brains for the improvement 


of your body as well as for the expansion of your mental out- 
look. 


Remember: A stiff backbone is good for health as well as 


will power.

fornia is. probably more attractive to the 
settler than any other field, so that we 
shall probably get a larger number of 
the settlers who come west during the 
next few* years than any other state."

IN HANDLING OFFENDERS 


BERKELEY, Jan. S.— Chief of Police August 


Vollmer'a semi-annual report shows that the 
"golden rule" plan is working well In the 
department. 
The number of arrests made In 


the half-year was -137, as against 500 {or the 
corresponding period in 1908, just before Yoll- 
mer's adoption of the humanitarian policy. 


Chief Vollmer, In speaking of tlie development 


of the plan, says: 


"The police department of BerlceleT has not 


relaxed Its vigilance one \vhlt, but by the ap- 
plication of common-sense methods In handling 
petty offenders we have largely reduced the 
number of arrests. 
We take personal charge 


of investigating the many minor matters which 
develop, and by moral suasion try to correct 
these 
Infractions, 
avoiding arrests wherever 


possible. 
It is better for thelndlvldual, better

$1,300,000 city hall, the $500,000 'munici- 
pal auditorium and school buildings to 
cost $2,500,000 is to be placed in the 
hands of a municipal bureau of archi- 
tecture headed by Supervising Architect 
J. J. Donovan, as a result of action taken 
by the .city, council this morning. The 
council acted on the recommendation of 
Commissioner of Public Works Harry,.:S. 
Anderson to systematize the big archl- 
te_ctural projects undertaken by the mu- 
nicipality through the city council and 
the board of education. 


G'REATEST EFFICIENCY. 


Commissioner 
Anderson's 
plan 
has 
been approved by the council and - the 
board of, education, and -it is: thought 
that it will operate for the greatest effi- 
ciency in the 
handling of 
the work. 


Anderson has had 
the matter 
under 
consideration for some time, and was ad- 
vised by City Attorney Ben F. Woolner 
that., the charter laid upon the commis- 
sioner of public works' the duty of hav- 
ing preliminary plans drafted -for- all 
buildings, both those to be erected-under 
the direct supervision of the council, and 
also school structures for the board of 
education. The giving out of the work 
of drawing these plans was vested by 
the charter In Anderson's hands. 
Several possible plans were considered, 


and Commissioner Anderson finally elab- 
orated 
a proposition 
by which there 


would be no question of political favor- 
itism or other extraneous motives. This 
plan was to have J. J. Donovan, who 
has - established a splendid record for 
himself as supervisor of construction on 
the new City HaJl placed in the posi- 
tion of supervising architect for all city 


. buildings. Donovan has 
all 
technical 


requirements for the place, is a man of 
the highest 'integrity and has no local 
affiliations that -would warp his judg- 
ment -In selecting men to serve the city 
In.the architectural work. 


ORDINANCE UNDER WAY. 


In accordance with Anderson's resolu- 
tion, the council directed City Attorney. 
Woolner this morning to draw an-ordi- 
nance 'creating the position of super- 
vising architect to the city. This will 
establish a sort of headship for -a bur- 
eau of architecture, which will handle 
all the work . of the , municipality .along 
this line. The percentage 
specified in 
the bond proceedings for architect's fees 
will provide the necessary funds for the 
bureau. 
Donovan will in all probability be ap- 


pointed to the position, and will relin- 
quish his tltlte and position as super- 
visor of construction on the new City 
Hall. He will continue to have direct 
charge of the operations on the munici- 
pal skyscraper, - however.
